FAITHFUL DOMESTIC, 

from the Memoir of Mrs. Rompff, 
(daughter of John Jacob Astor, of New York,) by 
the Rev. Mr. Baird, the following account of the cire 
cumstances which led this excellent lady to embrace 
religion. It will serve to show whut great good may 
sometimes be acc ynplishedsby the unpretending piety 
of persons in very humble stations 


In the family of Mrs. Langdon there lived at 
that period, and still continues to live x most” 
faithtul, pious, and excelleat woman in the 
Capacity of a nurse or Lovertiess, to whose 
eare the children of the fiimily have been great- 
ly entrusted, and whose singularly prudent, 
exemplary and eminently consistent deport- 
ment as a Christian, has been of great advane « 
tage tothem. "Phis woman aceon panied Mrs, 
Langdon and her fumily to Europe, and re. 
tmnained with them during their sojourn there 
of nearly four years. For this woman Mrs, 
Rumpff, in common with all the faumily eon- 
nevion, had the most sincere respect. Of this, 
as well as of the natural benevolence of her 
heart, no better proof could she have given 
than that which the fact affords, that she often 
employed ber leisure hours, which, as she had 
several excellent servants to whom her house- 
hold was greatly entrusted, were many, in 
reading to this wornan in her room, from the 
sacred Scriptures, from volumes of sermons, 
and other religious books, as well as from the 
beautiful religious tracts which have heen so 
eminently useful ino many countries in these 
days. It was the reading of the Seriptures and 
other religious works, in the manner and cir- 
cumstances Just stated, accompanied by the 
Stmiple and judicious remarks, which her hum- 
ble and excellent friend, who sat sewing bee 
side her, occasionally made, that, under God, 
was the means of leading ber own mind, in 
the most gradual manner, to realize the tran- 
ascendant importance of religion asa personal 
concern, In the Jatter part of the autumn 
of 1830, Mrs. Rumpff returned with her hus- 
band to Paris, and there rewair ed, as usual, 
during the winter and succeeding spring. But 
though separated from ber humble and faith- 
ful, spiritual triend and teacher.* whe remained 
with Mrs. Langdon and her family, amd with 
them spent two or three years in Switzerland, 
Germony, &e., and did not come to Paris until 
the expiration of that period,—yet the good 
work which had been commenced did not 
ease to make progress. A severe attack of 
the cholera, too, in the year 1831, was greatly 
s imetified to the increase of her re ligious ime 
pressions, 


It was not, however, until the year 
18384, 1 believe, that she ventured to make n 
public profession of religion, by uniting here 
eelf tothe French church which worships in 
one of the ch ipels at Paris,
